BURY ST. EDMUND's. 


H E firſt 8 Objett tc to ike Left on an eminence, ca''d Se. Edmunds = 1s the new Seat of Jahn 
T Symonds Eſquire, Recorder of Boxy, L. L. D. and Profeſſor of modern Languages in the Univerſity of 
CampxiDce. ' Farther to the Right over the tops of the Ruins is ſeen RusnBRoOK Hall the noble Scat of Sir 
Charles Davers Bart. The Third diſtant Object in the centre of the Piece is Hazowick Houle, the Seat of 
the Reverend Sir Joh Cullum Bart. formerly a Seat of the Lord Abbot, of Bury. The large Building exhi- 

bited directly under HarDwick, is the Aſſembly Houſe and the Space before it Angel-Hill, whereon the Fair 
is kept, ſo long noted for the Reſort of Genteel Company. The Ruins and Portals, are the Remains of the 
famous Abby, founded Anno '1020 by Cauutus the Great, who dedicated it to St. Edmund; He adorn'd it with 
various Royal Gifts, offer'd his own Crown to the Martyr, ſettled Benedictine Monks therein with an Abbot, en- 
dowed it with many large Manors, and ſtly depoſited the Hoh King and Martyr aforeſaid, in a Noble Shrine 
ſet with Jewels and precious Stones. Having received ſuch Honours; the Ad roſe by Degrees to a Splendor 
equall'd by few. There was a perpetual Reſort of Strangers and Foreigners to the Place: excited by Curioßty,

«A City more finely ſeated ( ſaith he) the Sun hath not ſeen, ſo curiouſly, fo delicately ſtandeth it on an eal 
«Aſcent or hanging of an Hill. with an Abby fo incomparably magnificent, that of itſelf it might be taken for

| This Abby n Five Hundred and Nineteen Years, in rolti fon of t . Benedictines aforeſaid, and was 
govern'd by Thirty three Abbots; the firſt of whom was Uvio, being conſtituted Abbot the ſame Year the Abby 
was founded (Viz.) 1020: And the laſt was John de Melford, WhO became Aobo Anno 1513, and govern'd the 
Abby 'till its Diſſolution, when ſurrendering the ſame Nevember the 4th. 1539, a Penſion of zoo Marks 
per Annum, was ſettled on him, a Sum \ufficient a t that Time to have ſupported him in Affluence; but he did 
not live to enjoy it, for ſeeing the Deſtruction of his beautiful Monaſtery, it ſo affected him that he died ſoon 
Viz. on the 4th. of March following, and was buried in &. Mery's Church; his Character was that he was Learned, 
Affable and Upright, and the Examiners reported the Aôly to be free from all Scandal; The King therefore 
intended making Sr. Edmund's Bury, a Bisno's See, as may be ſcen in the Corrox Library! in his Own Hand wri-

© The King ( ſaith he ) was petition'd by Biſhop Latimer and others, that ſome few of the Houſes for the Virtues 
of the Perſons in them, and for the Benefit of the Country might be left for pious Uſes. But the whole was 
Invaded; for beſides the Houſes and Lands taken away there was much Money to be made of the Stock of Cat- 
* tle and Corn; of the Timber, Lead, Bells, &c. but chiefly of the Plate; and Church Ornaments, which though not 


*Reckon'd may be conjectur'd by that one Monaſtery of St. Edmund's Bury, whence was taken Five thouſand 
Marks of Gold and — beſides many precious Stones of great Vlaue. 


The- ch was dT one of the largeſt in the Wos lp, being Five Hundred and thirteen 
feet in length, and its Weſtern Front Two hundred and forty feet - broad. In it were inter'd, beſide 
St. Eauund aforenam'd, Conſtantia Daughter of King William the Conqueror, and Richmond the Conquerors 
Nephew, who ſhar'd the Command in the Battle of H ASTINGS; he died Anno 1092 and was buried near the 
South Door before the Altar of 87. Nicholas: Alan Earl of Britain, and Alan Niger Earl of Britain; Thomas 
Plantagenet or Thomas of Brotherton, Son of King Edward the firſt, Earl Marſhal of EXcLaxnD, and Earl of 
NoxroLKk; Thomas of Beaufort, Son of John of Guant, Duke of LANGASTER; and half Brother to King Henry the 
4th, he died Anno 1424. Mary Queen of FRANCE, Siſter to King Henry the 8th, was buried Anno 1532, on 
the South ſide of the high Altar; Robert the Martyr, who was a by the Jews: Sir William de Elnhbanm 
Knight, Lord of BowTnores, Fxence, WESTHORPE, and INGOLDSTHORPE : Moſt of its Abbots were alfo here 
inter'd, in their pontifical Robes; Sir William Treſſel, Sir William Spencer, ohn of Lydgate the famous Poet 
Monk of this Abbey &c. &c. The Monuments erected in Memory of Theſe, and other Perſons of Diſtinction 
were moſt of them very Magnificent, but were ſoon after the Diflolution intirely demoliſh*d together with the 
Building. According to Speed, the Revenues of the Abby were reckon'd £2336. 16s. per Annum. The 
Churches of St. Mary, and St. Fames, ſeen in the Piece are very noble Structures. The firſt which was founded 
| Anno 1004, is eſteemed the largeſt Pariſh Church in ExcLanp, and js much admir'd for the lightneſs of its 

illars. St. James Church was Rebuilding at the time of the Diffolation of the Monaſtery, and afterwards com- 
pleated by the Munificence of King Edward the och, its ſingular neatneſs is very admirab.e. 


The firſt Grand Tower or Gate was the Entrance to the Abbot's Palace, and is a | Specimen of the Beauty, 
and Grandeur of the whole, being eſteem'd one of the fineſt Pieces of Gothic Architecture in EncLany. The 
ſecond Tower, with circular and arch Windows, 1s of very Ancient date being built before the Conqueſt, and 
much excite the Attention of the Curious; this ( though now uſed as a Stecple,) was the Portal to the great 
Church of cke 17 it is built of Maſſive Free- ſtone and Ornamented with carv'd Devices, &c.
